New Nameplate Adds

In 1954-55 when the newspa-

The Sentinel staff studied 
nameplates from several modern 
newspapers and derived a new 
heading which combines some 
of the attributes of nameplates 
in the Salinas Californian and 
the Spartan Daily 6f San Jose 
State college.

along because he is under 14 
years of age and therefore is 

able to enter a frog free. 

By this time students may be 
wondering how the three gold 
prospectors made out during the 
Easter vacation. To those who 
are curious, here is the answer: 

The gold was hard to find by 
panning, so the three prospec- 
tors — Mills, Amaral and Larry 
Fitzwater— found it necessary 
to dive’ into water 12 or 13 feet 
deep in order to look for pock- 
ets. They found “good color,” 
but in order to make it profit- 
able it was necessary to have a 
“sluice box.” The box is now 
under construction. 

While they were in the Mother 
Lode they met another prospec- 
tor who gave them a few point- 
ers on panning gold. The pros- 
pector had about $200 worth of 
gold and a few nuggets the size 
of the first joint on a person’s 
little finger. The amount of 
gold that Hartnell’s three pros- 
pectors found was equal to two 
grams, according to Mills. 

The gold can be sold to a per- 
son who is authorized by the 
government to buy the mineral. 

The prospectors panned for 
gold in the vicinity of their 
camp.

Due to popular trends of United States education, the registrar 
of SRJC has been considering the addition of some new courses to 
the fall curriculum. New classes under consideration include: Rock 
’n Roll Appreciation 5A, Missle-Making 1A, Flea Catching 22C, 
Sleeping 2ZZ, Gum Chewing 10B, and English 99X which is a re- 
view of the best “Mad” magazines of the past two years.

The survey indicated that stu- 
dents were concerned with three 
general aspects of college life — 
human relations, physical prop- 
erties of campusés, and courses 
and programs. 

Educators working with stu- 
dents performed a definite serv- 
ice assisting students from for- 
eign lands in making satisfying 
ties of friendship with American 
students and faculty. 

Particularly helpful to the for- 
eign student who has just ar- 
rived on the campus is an ori- 
entation to the physical activi- 
ties of the campus. A newcomer 
may also need help in selecting 
a program that is in keeping 
with this command of the Eng- 
lish language. 

At this point, the college edu- 
cator must adequately assess the 
foreign student’s level of lan- 
guage facility. All these contri- 
butions assist foreign students in 
making a more profitable and 
satisfactory adjustment to col- 
lege life, the survey revealed.

Dufour termed the action “a 
change in teaching assignments.” 
Coach Adams, who has directed 
the Panther cagers for 16 years, 
said he wanted to devote more 
time to his track and cross 
country teams and to his duties 
as director of athletics. 

Mr. Muldoon joined the col- 
lege faculty after three years as 
a teacher and lightweight foot- 
ball coaching assistant at Salinas 
Union high school. He teaches 
social studies, political science 
and_ psychology. 

Prior to coming to Salinas, 
Mr. Muldoon was assistant bas- 
ketball coach and head coach of 
football and baseball at Fort 
Lupton and Lakewood high 
schools in Colorado for four 
years. 

A native of New York city, 
Mr. Muldoon was a guard on a 
high school team which was 
runner up for the city cham- 
pionship in 1939. He played 
freshman basketball at his alma 
mater, Colorado State college at 
Greeley, and was a member of 
the Colorado State VFW cham- 
pionship team in 1947. He 
played AAU basketball with the 
Coors team in Colorado. 

Mr. Adams, who came to 
Hartnell in 1947, has directed 
football and baseball as_ well 
as track, basketball and cross 
country. His previous coaching 
experience consisted of three 
years at Corvallis, Ore., high 
school. 

Although he has never won a 
Coast conference championship 
with his basketball teams, Coach 
Adams has almost always had a 
contending team which  fre- 
quently defeated the best in the 
conference. The past season was 
one of the few in which the 
Panthers dropped below. the 
500 mark. 

Mr. Muldoon will inherit the 
nucelus of a wihning basketball 
team. Ron Ross of Watsonville, 
Phil Netto of Santa Cruz and 
Bob Flores of Salinas started 
many games during the past 
campaign and will be ready for 
the opening bell next fall. If 
Coach Muldoon can come up 
with a couple of fast, sharp- 
shooting guards and perhaps a 
big man, the Panthers should 
be pennant contenders.

Coach G, Ed Adams rates Col- 
lege of Sequoias as the strongest 
team in the meet. Taft college 
also looks strong and will prob- 
ably battle it out with COS in 
the final point standings. 

Records in jeapordy are, the 
sprints, the hurdles, the high 
jump, the broad jump, the shot 
put, the relay and the pole 
vault. 

Tom Boswell of Taft has run 
a 9.7 century and should eclipse 
the meet record of 9.9 set by 
John Hampton of Fresno in 
1953. He also could surpass 
Hampton’s mark in the 220. He 
has sped the distance in 202 
compared with Hampton's five- 
year-old mark of 21.8. Boswell 
will be pushed in the sprints by 
teammate Ed Snyder who has 
run the 100 in 9.9. 

Hrdler Outstanding 

Maurice Jackson of COS has 
cleared the high sticks in 14.9 
and would knock a tenth of a 
second off the meet record if 
he can equal his previous best. 
The meet record of 15.0 is held 
by E. Young of Fresno. He set 
the standard in last year’s meet. 

The 220 low hurdles and the 
broad jump records could both 
belong to Dale Messer at the 
end of tomorrow’s meet. 

The COS athlete has run the 
lows in 24.0 a full five tenths of 
a second faster than the 24.5 es- 
tablished by Dick Deitz also of 
COS. He has leaped 22. feet 
seven inches in the broad jump, 
which is three inches farther 
than the record, held jointly by 
Don McDowell of Hartnell and 
Kirby Mannion of COS. Mannion 
set the’ record of 22 feet, four 
inches in 1956 and McDowell 
equaled it last year. 

Taft Strong in Weights 

Jim Wade of Taft threatens 
to take the shot put record and 
annex both the discuss and shot 
put titles. He has heaved the 
iron, ball 51 feet, sfx and one- 
half inches, some seven inches 
better than the record heave of 
50 feet, nine inches and held by 


Ron Humphreys of Porterville. 
His best in the discus is 154 
feet, far above any of the com- 
petition, but about five feet shy 
of Rink Babka’s record. 

Three men could beat the 
high jump record which is held 
by Edmondson of Menlo and 
Bob Larson of Hartnell. The 
six feet, four and one half 
inches Edmondson leaped in 
1950 ha; been equalled but 
never bettered for the longest 
standing record. 

Ron Ross and Roger King are 
both capable of bettering the 
mark and Lorenzo Goree of 
COS has equalled the jump 
once this year. 

Ivan Hartsell will have his | 
work cut out for him in the 
pole vault. After running rough- 
shod over the competition in the 
Central coast league he_ will 
come up against three able vaul- 
ters. 

They are Henricks of Fresno, 
who has gone 13 feet, six inches, 
and Dean Debenedet and Dave 
Longacre of COS who have both 
cleared 12 feet, nine inches. The 
pole vault record now stands at 
13 feet, five inches. :
